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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment filed (09/26/2008). Claims 
(1-30) are pending and an action on the merits is as follows. 

Upon review of the Applicant's response filed 09/26/2008, it is noted that a 
restriction/election is warranted. Any inconvenience to Applicant is regretted. 

Election-Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 15-22 and 26-27 and 30, drawn to a method (of time delay 
beamforming in tapping input signals, process the input signal to reject 
unwanted signal components, applying a steering time delay, generating a 
beamformed output from delayed signals or signal indicative of the delayed 
signals), classified in class 342, subclass 375. 

II. Claims 1-14, 28-29, drawn to an apparatus (for a time delay beamformer 
comprising a plurality of input channels, samplers to sample an input signal, a 
processor for receiving the input signals and sampled signals to generate space- 
time delay signals, a steering time delay and a summer to generate a 
beamformed output signals), classified in class 342, subclass 368. 

III. Claims 23-25, drawn to a method (of reducing computational load 
associated with beamforming in generating an estimated covariance matrix, 
forming the adaptive weight vector from a column of the inverse of the 
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covariance matrix, applying the adaptive weight vector to the space-time channel 
to form an interference cancelled spatial channel and applying a time delay to the 
spatial channel), classified in class 342, subclass 372. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions ll/lll and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus, such as a signal strength/phase comparator to reject 
unwanted signals instead of using STAP processor. 

3. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility such as a method 
of forming adaptive weight vector and forming weight vector from a column of the 
inverse of a covariance matrix, and vise versa. In other words, each one of the 
inventions recited in Group II and Group III is separately usable in a system not having 
the other. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper 
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5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other invention.
